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at  Bournemouth  in  May 

Wessex  Numismatic  Society  put  on  a  Grand  Show. 

We  travelled  down  to  Bournemouth  on  the  Thursday  so  as  to  make  a  long  holiday  week-end 
out  of  the  Congress,  but  as  it  rained  solidly  all  day  on  the  Friday  and  also  on  Saturday  morning 
I  was  in  a  very  critical  mood,  but  in  spite  of  this  have  nothing  but  praise  for  the  organization 
of  this  Congress.  Late  on  Friday  afternoon  I  called  at  the  Municipal  College  and  going 
into  the  Main  Hall  I  found  about  fifteen  members  of  the  Wessex  Numismatic  Society  hard  at 
work  getting  the  exhibition  ready,  seeing  to  lighting  and  notices,  etc.  After  dinner  we  walked 
down  to  the  Grand  Hotel,  the  rain  having  let  up  for  a  few  minutes,  and  took  coffee  with  some 
forty  other  members  of  the  Congress  and  had  a  pleasant  get  together  for  an  hour  and  a  half. 

Opening.  Notwithstanding  the  weather  there  was  a  very  good  attendance  when  Dr. 
Burstal,  Chairman  of  the  Wessex  Num.  Soc.,  called  the  Congress  to  order  and  made  some  pre¬ 
liminary  remarks.  He  said  how  much  they  appreciated  the  co-operation  of  the  local  Education 
Committee  and  the  Council  for  the  use  of  the  admirable  hall  and  lecture  theatre.  He  thanked 
the  Deputy  Master  of  the  Mint  for  coming  down  and  remarked  that  there  were  visitors  from 
Germany  and  the  U.S.A.  He  gave  details  of  the  exhibits  provided  by  members  of  the  local 
society  and  thanked  others  who  had  lent  coins  to  make  the  exhibition  more  representative. 
Dr.  Burstal  then  thanked  the  Mayor  of  Bournemouth,  Alderman  H.  A.  Benwell,  for  finding 
the  time  to  come  along  at  this  the  end  of  his  successful  year  of  office.  Aid.  Benwell  said 
he  had  been  all  round  the  exhibition  and  was  struck  with  the  wonderful  preservation  of  the 
old  coins  exhibited,  “  We  think  we  are  very  clever  today,”  he  said,  “  but  the  people  before 
us  were  very  much  cleverer  to  make  such  fine  coins  without  our  present  machinery,  materials 
and  knowledge.”  He  thought  that  people  who  have  no  hobby  miss  something  in  life,  and 
felt  that  he  must  be  something  of  a  numismatist,  and  should  be  a  member  of  the  society,  as 
during  the  last  year  he  had  collected  coins  and  notes  to  the  tune  of  £20,000  [for  charity,  of 
course].  He  then  declared  the  Congress  open  and  was  thanked  by  Dr.  Burstal,  after  which 
the  secretary,  Mr.  R.  G.  Bartlett,  made  a  number  of  announcements. 

“  Crondall  Hoard.”  Shortly  after  this  we  adjourned  to  the  lecture  theatre  where 
Alderman  Hird,  of  Bradford,  took  the  chair  and  introduced  Dr.  Sutherland,  who  gave  a  lantern 
lecture  on  the  Crondall  Hoard.  This  was  found  in  1828  on  a  heath  in  the  parish  of  Cron¬ 
dall,  not  far  from  Aldershot,  in  Hampshire.  A  turf  had  been  pared  off  for  firing  in  the 
usual  manner,  and  the  finder,  who  was  out  for  a  walk,  noticed  wrhat  looked  like  a  heap  of 
apparent  brass  waistcoat  buttons  just  washed  bare  by  the  late  rains.  On  picking  them  up 
they  proved  to  be  gold  coins ;  there  were  just  one  hundred  of  them,  two  jewelled  ornaments 
and  chains  and  one  fragment  of  a  forged  gold  coin.  Three  of  the  coins  were  just  blanks  and 
these  have  now  disappeared,  as  have  the  jewels  from  the  chains.  The  hoard  was  acquired 
by  Lord  Grantley  in  1895  and  is  now  in  the  Ashmolean  Museum.  The  coins  are  all  tremisses 
(one  third  of  a  solidus),  25  of  them  are  Merovingian  pieces,  15  are  Anglo-Frankish  and  the 
remaining  58  are  Anglo-Saxon.  Dr.  Sutherland  then  dealt  with  the  history  of  Anglo-Saxon 
gold  currency,  how  the  Merovingians  had  copied  Roman  types  and  again  how  the  Anglo- 
Saxons  had  been  influenced  by  the  Merovingians. 
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The  Merovingian  coins  in  the  hoard  came  from  the  mints  of  Rodez,  Chalon-sur-Saone, 
Marsal,  Metz  (3),  Pfalzel,  Meuvy,  Paris,  Amiens,  Vicus  in  Pontio  (7)  and  uncertain  8)  ;  all 
have  a  striking  likeness  of  style.  Most  of  the  mints  were  in  North  Hast  France.  The  seven 
wicco  pieces  have  related  dies. 

Of  the  Anglo-Frankish  or  Anglo-Merovingian  coins,  five  with  die  linkings  are  of  Limoges 
type  but  Dr.  Sutherland  considered  them  to  be  English  copies.  The  five  of  the  anchor- 
cross  type  were  also  inspired  by  Merovingian  trientes. 

We  then  turned  to  the  true  Anglo-Saxon  pieces  and  were  first  shown  a  slide  of  the  9 
beautiful  coins  with  a  single  obverse  die  and  three  reverse  dies  which  were  copied  from  a 
coin  of  the  Roman  emperor  Licinius.  The  next  group  of  seven  was  with  facing  head  on 
obi<.  and  cross  on  ret’.,  again  from  a  single  obverse  die  and  from  three  reverse  dies  reading 
LONDVNIV,  which  are  unknown  except  for  the  pieces  from  this  hoard.  It  is  thought  that  this  may 
be  an  ecclesiastical  coinage  as  the  facing  head  appears  to  be  tonsured.  In  604  Mellitus  was 
consecrated  bishop  of  London  and  it  is  probable  that  these  pieces  were  struck  between  that 
date  and  616  when  a  wave  of  pagan  reaction  forced  Mellitus  to  fiee  to  Gaul.  We  were  then 
shown  a  group  of  nine  of  rather  similar  type  but  with  head  to  right  (3  obv.  and  7  rev .  dies) ; 
other  examples  are  known  but  all  were  found  in  Britain,  none  abroad  ;  these  may  be  pagan 
copies  of  the  episcopal  issues. 

The  largest  single  group  in  the  hoard  are  21  coins  (9  obv.  and  8  rev.  dies)  with  bust  to 
right,  trident  before  it,  and  with  cross  on  rev.  The  legend  is  quasi-runic  and  copied  from 
one  (known  from  a  specimen  in  the  B.M.)  reading  witmen  monita  ;  the  style  of  these  pieces 
is  sometimes  poor.  There  were  also  three  others,  rather  similar,  with  a  legend  wvneetton  or 
the  like. 

Of  interest  are  four  pieces  that  are  truly  regal.  They  have  a  bust  left  and  legend  eanmv 
( ?  Eanmund),  and  are  all  from  the  same  obverse  die,  which  has  been  altered.  The  first  two 
have  the  king  wearing  “  pearled  ”  diadem  and  radiate  crown  ;  the  third  is  similar  with  the  eye 
pellet  re-cut  ;  and  the  fourth  has  the  crown  removed  and  diadem  altered — perhaps  he  is 
wearing  a  leather  cap.  But  the  most  interesting  piece  is  one  reading  avdvarld  reges,  who  may 
be  king  Eadbald  of  Kent  who  acceeded  in  a.d.  616. 

Dealing  with  general  points  in  connection  with  these  coins  Dr.  Sutherland  stressed  that 
the  weights  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  tremisses  are  most  extraordinarily  uniform  ;  and  that  most 
of  them  must  have  been  minted  in  Kent  or  at  London,  in  the  first  half  of  the  seventh  century. 
The  Crondall  hoard  was  probably  concealed  by  a  traveller  on  the  London-Winchester  road 
not  later  than  670.  About  this  time  France  went  over  to  a  silver  standard  and  England  had 
to  follow. 

“  English  Coin  Collectors  of  the  XVIlth  and  XVIIIth  Centuries.”  Alderman 
Hird  in  introducing  Mr.  C.  E.  Blunt  who  next  gave  us  another  lantern  lecture,  wondered 
whether  they  were  the  same  type  of  queer  fellows  as  the  collectors  of  today.  Mr.  Blunt 
started  by  saying  “  I  think  you  will  find  that  they  were.”  He  said  it  was  interesting  to  dis¬ 
cover  why  they  collected  and  what  they  did  with  their  coins.  Mr.  Blunt  said  that  one  useful 
thing  in  finding  out  about  the  old  collections  was  in  connection  with  forgeries  of  English 
coins.  The  older  forgeries  were  mostly  very  crude  whereas  some  of  the  nineteenth  century 
were  extremely  good,  therefore  if  a  doubtful  type  can  be  traced  to  a  really  old  collection  the 
chance  is  that  it  is  authentic.  Having  delved  deeply  into  this  subject  he  had  been  much 
impressed  by  the  industry  and  perspicacity  of  the  old  collectors,  who  were  just  as  keen  as 
those  today  in  trying  to  find  all  there  was  to  know  about  their  coins.  In  the  16th  century 
there  were  collectors  in  Oxford  and  Cambridge  but  little  is  known  about  them.  One  of  the 
earliest  of  the  big  collections,  and  one  of  the  finest,  was  the  Royal  Collection,  started  by  James  I 
for  his  son  Henry.  Charles  I  increased  it  and  it  became  very  large.  It  was  dispersed  during  the 
Civil  War  and  on  the  Restoration  only  12,000  pieces  could  be  found  ;  most  unfortunately 
the  collection  perished  in  the  fire  at  VCTitehall  House  in  1698. 

In  the  17th  century  the  collectors  were  noblemen,  such  as  the  Duke  of  Buckingham, 
historians,  clerics,  diplomats  and  merchants.  As  the  earliest  sale  catalogue  was  not  till  the 
beginning  of  the  18th  century,  little  is  known  as  to  the  disposal  of  these  collections.  On  the 
whole  the  collectors  were  not  numismatists  as  we  know  them  today  but  their  collection  of 
coins  were  an  addition  to  a  library  or  made  as  aid  to  the  study  of  history.  One  of  the  few 
remaining  today  is  that  of  John  Sharp,  Archbishop  of  York,  which  is  still  in  the  hands  of  his 
descendants  ;  it  consists  of  about  5000  coins  of  which  100  are  Greek,  500  to  1000  Roman, 
2000  English  (156  gold)  and  the  rest  Colonial  and  Foreign,  with  a  cabinet  and  many  books. 

Lord  Pembroke  was  a  very  big  collector,  but  was  unpopular  with  the  other  collectors 
as  he  out-bid  them  all  and  destroyed  his  duplicates  ;  his  collection  was  later  sold  by  auction 
and  many  catalogues  still  exist.  The  Duke  of  Devonshire  was  another  to  buy  in  very  lavish 
fashion  and  his  collection  was  reputed  to  have  cost  £50,000  but  when  it  came  under  the 
hammer  only  realized  £7,000  odd.  Mr.  Blunt  showed  us  a  slide  of  a  magnificent  cabinet 
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built  into  a  wall  (and  then  masked  by  a  door)  for  which  there  exists  the  bill  of  Chippendale 
for  only  £38/10/-.  One  of  the  earliest  major  sales  was  that  of  Ed.  Harley,  Earl  of  Oxford, 
the  collection  was  sold  in  1742  in  520  lots  and  took  6  days,  it  was  mostly  English,  and  Horace 
Walpole  was  a  buyer. 

When  Dr.  Mead’s  collection  was  sold,  the  classical  coins  alone  took  180  pages  of  his  sale 
catalogue;  his  “Petition”  crown  only  fetched  £10.  By  the  middle  of  the  18th  century 
collecting  had  become  much  more  common  and  this  prompted  writers  such  as  Snelling  and 
Martin  Folkes  to  produce  standard  works  on  the  subject. 

William  Hunter,  the  well-known  London  surgeon,  made  his  wonderful  collections  in  13 
years,  out  of  the  profits  of  his  profession,  and  spent  £22,000  on  his  coins  alone.  He  was 
wise  enough  to  seek  the  best  advice  and  that  is  why  his  collection  is  so  good.  It  consists  of 
12,000  Greek,  12,000  Roman  and  some  English  and  Foreign  of  very  good  quality.  He  was 
one  of  the  first  to  realize  what  a  help  coins  could  be  to  the  study  of  history.  This  collection 
now  forms  the  Hunterian  collection  at  Glasgow. 

After  this  interesting  lecture  we  adjourned  to  the  Grand  Hotel  where  about  one  hundred 
of  us  had  lunch. 

“  Problems  relating  to  the  New  Coinage.”  In  the  afternoon  Mr.  E.  S.  G.  Robinson 
took  the  chair  and  in  introducing  Mr.  L.  L.  H.  Thompson,  Deputy  Master  of  the  Royal 
Mint,  said  how  very  grateful  we  were  to  him  for  coming  down  at  a  time  when  he  must  be  so 
busy.  Mr.  Thompson  said  he  supposed  he  had  been  invited  so  as  to  give  an  account  of  his 
stewardship.  Some  people  do  not  care  much  what  our  coinage  looks  like  but  he  believed 
that  the  majority  of  our  people  wanted  our  coins  to  be  things  of  beauty  and  to  live  up  to  the 
traditions  so  wonderfully  illustrated  by  the  coins  displayed  in  the  other  room. 

In  considering  a  new  issue  the  authorities  had  five  aspects  to  bear  in  mind,  (1)  need  for 
integrity,  (2)  production  problems,  (3)  political  aspect,  (4)  economic  aspect,  and  (5)  the  artistic 
point  of  view. 

(1)  The  great  value  of  the  study  of  numismatics  lay  in  the  light  it  threw  upon  social,  political, 
and  economic  conditions  of  the  time  when  coins  were  struck.  We  had  to  be  careful  therefore, 
that  the  evidence  which  we  provided  of  the  conditions  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  the 
Second  should  be  true.  We  had  therefore,  to  make  sure  that  we  did  not  falsify  the  evidence 
by  pretending  to  be  other  than  we  were. 

(2)  We  have  to  be  realistic,  as  a  coinage  today  has  to  be  mass  produced.  The  conditions 
now  are  very  different  from  those  of  earlier  centuries. 

(3)  There  were  now  seven  coinages  that  had  the  same  uncrowned  head  of  the  Queen,  our 
own,  and  those  of  six  other  nations  of  the  Commonwealth.  There  were  also  13  coinages  of 
the  United  Kingdom  Dependencies  which  all  had  a  crowned  head.  Mr.  Thompson  showed 
us  a  slide  of  this  crowned  head  by  Cecil  Thomas  with  the  legend  queen  Elizabeth  the  second  ; 
it  was  new  to  most  of  us  and  it  was  very  good  indeed  but  quite  different  from  Mrs.  Gillick’s  head. 

(4)  The  economic  conditions  of  the  present  day  dictated  the  use  of  base  metal  instead  of 
silver,  and  for  that  reason  he  felt  that  it  was  wrong  to  suggest  that  some  specimens  of  the  new 
coinage  should  be  struck  in  silver  to  show  how  nice  it  would  look  if  we  could  use  that  metal. 
Another  economic  factor  was  the  great  demand  for  currency  not  only  in  this  country,  but  also 
in  the  rapidly  developing  Dependencies.  Last  year  the  Mint  had  to  strike  488  million  coins 
and  this  compelled  the  adoption  of  mass  production  methods. 

(5)  The  artistic  aspect  is  the  most  difficult  as  it  is  bound  up  with  production  difficulties. 
The  Deputy  Master  then  showed  a  most  interesting  slide  showing  a  “  Desirable  ”  section 
of  a  coin  and  an  “  Undesirable  ”  section.  This  really  amounts  to  the  question  of  whether  or 
not  the  low  portions  of  the  design  are  in  the  same  place  on  both  sides  of  a  coin.  If  they  are, 
dies  break  much  more  quickly.  Broken  dies  mean  loss  of  production  as  well  as  increased 
costs.  In  his  opinion  in  the  case  of  the  Gillick  head  aesthetic  and  technical  points  of  view 
agree.  He  showed  us  another  pattern  by  Mrs.  Gillick  in  which  the  bust  comes  to  the  bottom 
of  the  coin,  this  he  said  would  produce  many  technical  difficulties  owing  to  the  raised  trun¬ 
cation  being  near  the  edge. 

The  last  engraver  at  the  Mint  who  was  also  a  portrait  artist  was  de  Saulles,  so  for  the  last 
thirty  years  the  Deputy  Master  has  been  helped  in  the  choosing  of  a  new  coinage  by  an  advisory 
committee.  The  Mint  were  indeed  fortunate  that  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  accepted 
the  invitation  to  preside.  The  Duke  he  found  was  a  numismatist  by  birth,  through  his  grand¬ 
father,  Prince  Louis  of  Battenberg  (later  Marquis  of  Milford  Haven).  He  had  the  very  keenest 
interest  in  the  subject  and  made  the  work  of  the  committee  most  pleasant.  The  artists  were 
only  given  two  instructions,  that  the  head  was  to  be  in  profile  and  that  it  was  to  be  turned  to  the 
right,  but  they  were  also  told  that  from  a  production  point  of  view  head  and  shoulders  would  be 
preferred. 

Mr.  Thompson  ended  by  a  plea  that  artists  should  be  encouraged  to  undertake  medal  work 
so  that  in  the  distant  future  when  another  new  coinage  is  required  there  would  be  some  medal¬ 
lists  available.  Tea  was  now  taken. 
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“  Finds  of  Roman  Coins  near  Fordingbridge.”  by  Mr.  A.  T.  xMorley  Hewitt  was 
the  final  lecture  and  illustrated  by  the  epidiascope.  Mr.  Hewitt  first  told  us  that  Bourne¬ 
mouth  was  non  existant  150  years  ago  whereas  the  valley  of  the  Avon  between  Salisbury  and 
Christchurch  was  peopled  back  to  the  very  remotest  ages.  From  a  map  of  find  spots  which 
he  provided,  we  could  see  that  the  river  over  the  centuries  had  cut  a  wide  valley  but  that  it 
narrowed  in  the  centre  at  Fordingbridge.  Not  many  coins  were  found  in  the  valley  itself 
but  mostly  on  the  higher  land  in  the  north-west  or  on  the  track  from  a  pottery  in  the  east 
to  Fordingbridge.  Those  on  the  north  west  were  in  the  direction  of  a  Roman  road  going 
S.W.  from  Salisbury. 

At  Hengistbury  Head  three  thousand  coins  were  found  but  of  these  only  about  100  were 
Roman,  the  rest  being  Ancient  British  and  Gallic.  The  coins  Mr.  Hewitt  was  telling  us 
about  were  practically  all  Roman,  mostly  of  the  third  century,  and  found  away  from  the  river 
except  at  the  ford.  Therefore  it  must  be  concluded  that  river  traffic  gave  way  to  road  traffic 
after  about  the  first  century  a.d. 

He  was  of  the  opinion  that  there  had  always  been  a  bridge  of  sorts  at  Fordingbridge  from 
the  earliest  times  with  a  vehicle  crossing  just  by  it.  The  town  area  itself  showed  little  signs  of 
occupation  and  most  of  the  finds  indicated  an  east-west  traffic.  He  spoke  of  a  find  of  1200 
coins  from  Trajan  to  Honorius  and  of  the  largest  find  made  in  1893  of  4000  coins  of  Gallienus 
to  Aurelian  ( see  N.C.  1894). 

Mr.  Robinson  congratulated  Mr.  Hewitt  on  his  paper  and  stressed  how  much  might  be 
found  out  about  local  conditions  if  more  people  would  take  the  trouble  to  do  such  research 
in  different  parts  of  the  country. 

Exhibition.  This  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  Congress  and  the  Wessex  Numismatic 
Society  are  to  be  most  sincerely  congratulated  upon  it.  At  the  previous  Congresses  in  London 
that  I  have  attended  the  exhibits  have  been  fairly  good  but  they  have  been  haphazard  individual 
efforts.  On  this  occasion  all  the  exhibits  were  anonymous  and  arranged  on  a  pattern  to 
cover  as  much  ground  as  possible,  they  therefore  made  a  very  good  picture  of  the  numismatic 
field  and  included  many  very  choice  specimens.  They  were  mostly  under  glass  and  the 
cases  were  as  follows  : —

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An  excellent  exhibition  and  it  seemed  to  me  a  great  pity  that  it  could  not  have  been  opened 
to  the  general  public,  as  it  surely  might  have  made  new  collectors.  In  such  a  place  as  Bourne¬ 
mouth  it  could  have  been  advertised  in  their  weekly  list  of  attractions  and  the  entrance  fees 
would  surely  have  paid  for  a  satisfactory  guard.  The  only  snag  I  can  see  is  that  it  might  have 
crowded  the  exhibition  so  that  it  would  not  be  clear  for  members  of  the  Congress.  On 
another  occasion  perhaps  it  could  be  open  to  the  public  for  2  hours  or  even  for  an  extra 
day — at  any  rate  it  is  an  idea  that  the  co-ordinating  committee  might  think  over. 

Closing.  About  5.30,  the  chairman  called  the  congress  to  order  and  Mr.  D.  Harkness, 
the  Hon.  Sec.  of  the  newly  formed,  or  in  process  of  being  formed,  British  Association  of 
Numismatic  Societies,  spoke  about  the  aims  and  objects  of  that  association  and  how  it  could 
help  numismatic  societies  and  the  science  of  numismatics  at  the  present  time.  The  closing 
ceremony  was  performed  by  Lt.-Col.  C.  D.  Drew,  the  curator  of  the  Dorset  County  Museum, 
who  made  a  short  speech  in  which  he  pointed  out  how  the  average  museum  curator  has  to  be  a 
“  jack  of  all  trades  ”  and  possibly  a  master  of  none.  That  they  are  always  having  coins  brought 
to  them  for  identification,  so  they  have  to  have  a  superficial  knowledge  of  numismatics.  He  also 
spoke  of  the  celebrated  Dorchester  Hoard. 

It  was  rather  a  pity  that  the  proceedings  were  brought  to  a  close  rather  quickly  before 
anyone  had  a  chance  to  get  up  and  congratulate  the  Wessex  Numismatic  Society  on  the  very 
fine  bit  of  organisation  they  had  done  and  the  fine  show  they  had  put  up. 

At  this  stage  I  had  to  return  to  London  but  two  friends  have  most  kindly  supplied  details 
of  the  dinner  and  the  Sunday  coach  tour.  I  understand  that  the  membership  of  the  Congress 
exceeded  120 — very  good. 

The  Dinner.  This  was  held  at  the  Grand  Hotel  and  was  really  excellent ,  the  Mayor  and 
Mayoress  of  Bournemouth  were  present.  After  the  loyal  toast.  Sir  John  Hanham  proposed  the 
health,  etc.,  of  the  new  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies,  pointing  out  the  help 
it  could  give  in  providing  lecturers,  in  assisting  young  societies,  in  dealing  with  overseas 
societies,  such  as  those  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand.  Then  he  thanked  Dr.  Sutherland  for 
all  he  had  done  in  connection  with  the  formation  of  the  association.  Finally  he  thanked  the 
helpers  who  had  made  the  congress  such  a  success — in  particular  Mr.  Perriam,  Mr.  Bartlett, 
Mr.  du  Bedat  Smythe,  xMr.  Morley  Hewitt  and  Dr.  Burstal. 

In  an  amusing  speech  Dr.  Sutherland  thanked  Sir  John  and  recalled  that  the  birth  of  the 
association  had  taken  place  in  the  municipal  glasshouse  at  Bradford  in  1951  in  the  presence  of 
Mr.  Winstanley  and  himself. — ( Kindly  contributed  by  Mr.  W.  Palmer). 

Coach  Tour.  On  Sunday,  17th  May,  twenty-five  members  toured  through  the  beautiful 
Dorset  countryside  and  visited  the  ancient  mint-town  of  Wareham,  also  Corfe  Castle  and 
Dorchester.  At  Dorchester,  with  the  kindly  co-operation  of  the  Curator,  Lt.-Col.  C.  D.  Drew, 
the  party  was  able  to  inspect  some  of  the  exhibits  at  the  Dorset  County  Museum.  These 
included  coin-hoards  and  finds  from  the  Dorset  area,  the  renowned  Dorchester  Hoard,  iron- 
bar  currency  and  Ancient  British  money.  The  Antelope  Hotel  provided  an  excellent  lunch 
and  the  tour  continued  in  the  afternoon  to  Blandford  Forum  in  fine,  sunny,  weather,  and  on  to 
Farnham  and  the  Pitt  Rivers  Museum.  A  welcome  was  given  by  the  Curator,  Major  Joyce, 
who  described  the  interesting  collection  of  Ancient  British  coins  formed  by  the  late  General 
Pitt  Rivers.  Afterwards,  the  visitors  were  able  to  examine  many  numismatic  exhibits,  followed 
by  a  thoroughly  enjoyable  Dorset  tea.  The  party  returned  to  Bournemouth  by  way  of  the 
earthworks  of  the  Ancient  Britons,  known  as  Badbury  Rings,  and  Wimborne  Minster.  It  was 
agreed  by  everyone  that  the  tour  had  been  well  worth-while  and  that  it  provided  a  most  fitting 
close  to  the  Congress  activities. — ( Kindly  contributed  by  Mr.  B.  Perriam).

THE  DESIGNERS  AND  ENGRAVERS  OF  THE  ENGLISH 

MILLED  COINAGE,  1662-1953. 

By  P.  Alan  Rayner. 

GEORGE  III. 

The  reign  of  this  sovereign  is  of  great  numismatic  interest,  as  probably  more 
changes  of  portraiture  and  design  took  place  than  in  any  other  reign. 

Tanner  remained  at  the  Mint,  holding  the  office  of  Chief  Engraver  until  his 
death  in  1775,  but  probably  took  little  active  part  in  preparing  the  new  dies,  as 
during  his  latter  years  he  suffered  from  approaching  blindness  and  many  other 
infirmities.  Most  of  the  work  was  carried  out  by  his  chief  assistant,  Richard  Yeo, 
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who  succeeded  to  the  post  of  Chief  Engraver  on  the  death  of  Tanner.  He  himself 
died  only  four  years  later,  in  1779. 

Among  the  obverse  dies  attributed  to  Yeo  are  those  for  the  first  three  issues  of 
guineas  and  half-guineas,  the  quarter-guinea,  and  the  famous  so-called  “  North¬ 
umberland  ”  shilling  of  1763.  Thomas  Pingo,  who  was  assistant  engraver  from 
1771  until  his  death  in  1776,  produced  the  dies  for  the  fourth  issue  of  guineas  and 
half-guineas.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Lewis,  who  was  responsible  for  the 
designs  and  the  engraving  of  many  of  the  dies  during  the  middle  period  of  George  Ill’s 
reign.  Among  these  are  the  well-known  “  Spade  ”  guineas  and  half-guineas  ;  the 
1787  issue  of  shillings  and  sixpences,  the  last  guineas  and  half-guineas,  and  the  third- 
guineas.  He  engraved  the  obverses  for  the  later  gold  coins  from  models  supplied  by 
Nathaniel  Marchant,  assistant  engraver  from  1792  to  1815. 

J.  R.  Ochs  junior  remained  as  third  engraver  until  his  retirement  in  1786  ;  the 
dies  for  the  first  issue  of  Maundy  money  are  usually  ascribed  to  his  hand. 

Thomas  Wyon  junior  was  appointed  assistant  engraver  in  1811,  and  became 
Chief  Engraver  in  1815  ;  he  died  two  years  later.  Although  active  for  so  short  a 
time,  he  left  his  stamp  on  the  coinage.  He  was  responsible  for  the  design  and 
engraving  of  the  reverses  of  the  first  “  bull  head  ”  half-crown,  the  shilling,  and  the 
sixpence.  He  engraved  the  obverses  of  these  coins  from  a  model  by  Benedetto 
Pistrucci.  After  Wyon’s  death,  Pistrucci  engraved  the  coins  himself. .  The  crown 
is  perhaps  the  most  widely  known,  as  the  reverse  bears  his  renowned  portrayal  of 
St.  George  and  the  Dragon  ;  the  second  half-crown  shows  almost  the  same  ob¬ 
verse,  and  a  modification  of  Wyon’s  reverse  for  the  first  half-crown. 

William  Wyon,  cousin  to  Thomas  Wyon  junior,  joined  the  Mint  in  1816,  and 
engraved  the  dies  for  the  last  issue  of  Maundy  coins. 

The  copper  coinage  was  in  the  main  struck  by  Matthew  Boulton  of  the  Soho 
(Birmingham)  mint,  from  dies  engraved  by  C.  H.  Kiichler.  This  artist  designed  the 
Bank  of  England  dollars  of  1804.  The  Bank  of  England  emergency  issues  of  three- 
shilling  and  eighteenpence  tokens  were  also  struck  at  Birmingham  from  dies  engraved 
by  Lewis  Pingo  (first  type)  and  Thomas  Wyon  junior  from  Marchant’s  design 
(second  type). 

YOUR  QUESTIONS  ANSWERED. 

Q.  1.  Was  the  St.  Helena  1821  halfpenny  a  normal  coinage,  what  is  its  rarity  ? 

A.  1.  At  this  period  St.  Helena  belonged  to  the  East  India  Company  (English)  and  this 
halfpenny  was  struck  for  them  as  normal  currency,  it  is  extremely  common. 

Q.  2.  Is  the  following  a  token.  Obv.  Bare  male  head  to  r.,  Columbia  above  ;  K .  Britannia 
seated  to  r. 

A.  2.  This  is  definitely  a  token  but  we  are  not  certain  as  to  its  circulation.  At  times  we  have 
had  large  quantities  of  these  pieces  so  should  imagine  that  they  were  struck  in  this 
country,  perhaps  for  export  to  Canada  or  the  United  States.  [Can  anyone  give  a  more 
specific  answer  ?]. 

Q.  3.  I  have  a  small  brass  coin  which  has  the  appearance  of  a  penny  of  Edward  I,  but  has  a 
small  piercing  at  the  centre  and  in  place  of  the  usual  legend  is  a  circle  of  rosettes.  I 
would  be  pleased  to  receive  information  regarding  this  piece. 

A.  3.  This  cbin  is  a  reckoning  counter,  often  known  as  “  Black  Money.”  They  are  of 
English  origin,  and  are  among  the  earliest  known  reckoning  pieces.

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SASANIAN  COINS.

With  the  seizure  of  power  by  Ardeshir  Mazdaism  again  became  the  national  religion  of 
Iran.  Thus  the  most  important  symbol  of  this  religion,  the  fire-altar,  appeared  on  the  first 
coins  of  Ardeshir.  Under  Shapur  I,  his  son  and  successor,  two  figures  were  added  ;  and  from 
that  time  onwards  the  fire  altar  with  the  two  figures  appear  almost  exclusively  on  the  reverse 
of  Sasanian  coins  ;  but  the  persons  represented  by  the  figures  are  not  always  the  same.  At 
first  they  are  obviously  two  priests  with  turreted  crowns  over  the  customary  court  hair  style. 
Later,  under  Varahran  II,  the  two  figures  represented  king  and  priest,  while  still  later  they  stand 
for  the  king  in  varying  functions.  The  headdress  of  the  figure  gives  the  clue  to  the  personage 
represented. 

Professor  Erdmann  (now  living  in  Istanbul)  rightly  believes  that  the  reverse  design  reflects 
important  details  in  the  development  of  the  Sasanian  state  church.  The  less  well-known 
irregular  reverses  are  especially  interesting  in  this  connection  and  appear  mainly  on  copper 
coins  of  the  border  provinces  or  of  one  of  the  tributary  states  of  the  Sasanian  empire. 

Reverting  to  the  principal  type  it  is  worth  noting  that  one  of  the  most  famous  fire  temples 
in  Persia  was  the  temple  of  the  goddess  Anahit  at  Istakhr.  Presumably  Ardeshir  I  and 
Yazdgard  III,  and  probably  others  of  the  Sasanian  kings,  were  crowned  there.  The  legends, 
normally  in  Pehlevi,  are  often  arranged  in  a  peculiar  manner  ;  and  sometimes  there  are  added 
symbols,  variously  placed. 

The  reverse  legend  usually  starts  “  Nura  zi  ”  (fire  of  the)  and  this  is  followed  by  the  name 
of  the  king.  Sometimes  “  atur,”  the  other  word  for  “  fire,”  is  substituted  for  “  Nura  zi.” 
Later,  when  the  legends  become  shorter,  the  word  “  zi  ”  is  often  left  out.  Under  Peroz  this 
legend  is  abandoned.  Instead,  from  the  time  of  Varahan  IV,  there  appears  on  the  reverse 
the  mint  monogram  ;  and  from  the  time  of  Zamasp,  also  the  regnal  year. 

The  exact  meaning  of  the  symbols  which  appear  on  all  Sasanian  coins  cannot  always  be 
ascertained. 

The  Denominations. 

We  have  already  seen  that  Sasanian  gold  coins  were  based  on  the  model  of  the  Roman 
aureus  ;  and  the  silver  and  copper  on  the  Parthian  coinage  and  therefore  on  the  Hellenistic 
pattern.  Gold  coins  were  very  seldom  struck  by  the  Sasanians,  but  it  may  be  presumed  that 
the  name  of  their  gold  coin  was  also  taken  from  the  Romans,  whose  piece  was  the  “  denarius 
aureus  ”  (“  aureus  ”  for  short).  The  Eastern  people  retained  the  first  part  of  the  Roman  name 
and  presumably  it  was  called  “  denar  ”  and  later,  by  the  Arabs,  “  dinar.” 

Silver  was  the  chief  metal  used  for  the  Sasanian  coinage.  Although  at  the  beginning, 
Ardeshir  I  minted  a  considerable  number  of  billon  (potin)  tetradrachms  similar  to  those  of  the 
Arsacids,  he  soon  established  a  new  coinage  by  creating  the  Sasanian  drachm.  This  was  the 
first  thin  coin  in  numismatic  history  and  the  forerunner  of  the  development  of  the  thin  pieces 
of  the  Middle  Ages.  This  type  of  fabric  was  retained  by  the  Arabs,  who  modified  the  name  of 
the  coin,  and  called  it  a  “  dirhem.” 

The  half-drachm  was  very  rarely  struck.  The  obol  (one  sixth  of  a  drachm)  is  even  more  rare 
and  was  only  issued  to  celebrate  certain  festivals. 

Regarding  the  copper  coins,  there  are  few  clues  as  to  their  nomenclature  ;  and  as  they  are 
rare  and  have  specially  designed  obverses  and  reverses,  it  would  appear  that  they  also,  as  is 
the  case  of  the  fractional  drachms,  were  only  minted  to  commemorate  special  festivals.  Fur¬ 
thermore  as  their  size  and  weight  vary  very  considerably  it  is  difficult  to  determine  their  deno¬ 
minations.  Therefore  it  has  been  felt  to  be  better  when  describing  these  coins  to  employ  the 
terms  already  in  common  use  by  numismatists. 

The  majority  of  the  copper  coins  were  issued  during  the  first  few  reigns  of  the  period  under 
review.  Later,  the  issue  of  copper  almost  entirely  ceased,  however  the  Hephthalites  (White 
Huns)  continued  to  strike  coins  of  Sasanian  type  in  copper  as  well  as  in  silver. 

The  Mints. 

The  fixing  of  the  location  of  the  Sasanian  mints  is  extremely  difficult.  For  a  long  period  the 
coins  themselves  give  no  clue  to  the  place  of  striking,  and  it  is  only  since  Varahan  IV  that  mint 
monograms  appear,  except  for  a  few  isolated  earlier  abbreviations,  the  meanings  of  which  are 
still  in  dispute.  But  even  when  these  monograms  do  appear  they  are  not  easy  to  decipher,  and 
in  many  cases  not  less  than  three  different  readings  have  been  proposed.  The  location  of  the 
mints  can  best  be  deduced  from  those  existing  in  the  Parthian  period  and  later  from  places  that 
struck  under  Arab  rule  ;  also  we  must  consider  towns  which  may  have  been  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  the  mines. 
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General. 

Before  beginning  the  catalogue  of  the  coinages  there  are  still  some  things  worthy  of  mention. 
The  series  of  rulers  is  given  in  list  I  at  the  end  of  this  chapter.  The  rulers  of  whom  coins  are 
known  are  marked  with  a  cross  .  of  the  others,  up  till  now  no  coins  have  been  found. 

To  help  in  the  understanding  of  the  Pehlevi  alphabet  list  II  has  been  prepared.  In  studying 
this  it  must  be  realised  that  the  shape  of  Pehlevi  letters  is  much  more  variable  than  in  a  Euro¬ 
pean  script.  It  happened  quite  frequently  that  the  die  engraver  knew  neither  the  official 
language  nor  the  Pehlevi  script  and,  therefore,  confused  or  omitted  letters,  or  even  filled  up 
empty  spaces  according  to  his  own  fancy.  Sometime  it  appears  that  such  an  engraver  had 
endeavoured  to  copy  very  exactly  his  correctly  written  model,  but  has  done  it  unsuccessfully 
through  ignorance  of  its  meaning.  Apart  from  this,  all  Oriental  scripts  have  a  tendency  to 
over-ornamentation.  On  the  other  hand,  it  must  be  added,  that  some  engravers,  who  were 
obviously  masters  of  Pehlevi,  represented  certain  stereotyped  word-groups  by  simple  rings 
(letter  M)  and  strokes  (standing  for  a  group  of  letters)  so  as  to  create  an  ornamental  effect. 

A  genealogical  table  of  the  Sasanides  will  be  given  later.  Tables  of  mint-monograms,  of 
the  mint -places  and  of  the  numerals  in  words  which  appear  on  the  coins  will  also  be  given 
where  needed.

MACKENZIE,  A.  D.  The  Bank  of  England  Note.  London,  1953.  8vo,  163  pp., 
16  plates.  (We  can  supply  at  15/-,  postage  6d.  extra). 

Mr.  Mackenzie  has  presented  a  scholarly  work,  the  first  on  the  subject  to  be  attempted. 
It  contains  sixteen  plates  depicting  some  early  bank  notes  and  note-printing  machines.  It  is 
well  indexed  and  has  a  good  bibliography,  valuable  additions  to  a  work  of  this  kind. 

To  historians  and  economists  this  survey  of  Bank  of  England  Note  production  and  history 
is  important,  indeed  to  any  interested  in  historical  documents  forming  such  an  essential  part 
of  everyday  life. 

We  hope  Mr.  Mackenzie  may  one  day  present  us  with  a  similar  work  on  the  notes  of  our 
own  time.  As  he  himself  says  “  .  .  .  the  future  historian  .  .  .  will  have  ample  material  .  .  .  ”

Scottish  Coins  for  Ashmolean.  The  collection  of  Scottish  coins  held  by  the  Ashmolean 
Museum,  Oxford,  has  been  quadrupled  by  a  gift  made  by  a  Bradford  numismatist.  It  now 
has  the  finest  collection  of  Scottish  coinage  in  the  world. 

Today  Congregation  accepted  with  gratitude  a  gift  from  Aid.  Horace  Hird  of  327  Scottish 
gold  and  silver  coins,  six  gold  medals  and  197  early  English  banknotes,  to  be  kept  in  the  coin 
room  of  the  museum. 

Dr.  C.  H.  V.  Sutherland,  of  the  Heberden  Coin  Room,  said  that  the  gift  was  of  surpassing 
interest  and  the  largest  from  a  living  donor  for  20  years.  “  This  is  the  finest  collection  to 
be  put  together  so  far  of  Scottish  coinage,  which  is  very  limited,”  he  said.  “  It  was  struck  in 
small  quantities  over  a  short  period.  This  collection  represents  30  years  of  absolutely  in¬ 
defatigable  work  done  in  a  very  scholarly  way,  and  includes  items  of  the  greatest  rarity  and  some 
that  are  unique.”  Dr.  Sutherland  added  that  the  collection  had  high  documentary  value, 
which  Mr.  Hird  wished  to  be  used  in  teaching.  He  had  therefore  brought  it  as  part  of  a 
historical  series  to  the  Ashmolean,  which  is  the  only  place  in  the  country  where  numismatics  is 
endowed  for  teaching. 

Gold  coins  form  the  most  important  part  of  the  collection,  which  includes  a  very  large 
number  of  unpublished  coins  and  ranges  from  the  early  12th  to  the  late  16th  century.  Out¬ 
standing  is  the  David  II  noble,  the  first  Scots  gold  coin  minted,  which  was  an  imitation  of 
Edward  Ill’s  gold  noble.  Malcolm  IV,  very  few  of  whose  coins  exist,  is  also  represented. 
A  beautiful  portrait  of  Mary  Queen  of  Scots  appears  on  the  three  big  portrait  coins,  the  gold 
ryals.  On  the  unique  half-ryal,  bearing  the  otherwise  unknown  date  of  1557,  her  initials  can  be 
seen  linked  with  those  of  her  short-lived  husband,  Francis  II  of  France.  According  to  Mr. 
j.  D.  A.  Thompson,  of  the  Coin  Room,  there  are  now  more  of  Mary’s  coins  in  the  Ashmolean 
than  anywhere  else. 

The  struggle  between  Parliament  and  Charles  II  is  vividly  recalled  by  one  of  the  gold 
medals.  Given  by  Parliament  to  their  officers  after  the  victory  of  Dunbar,  it  bears  on  the 
obverse  the  famous  portrait  of  Cromwell  by  Thomas  Simon,  and  on  the  reverse  a  scene  of 
Parliament  in  session. 

Among  the  banknotes  is  one  of  the  earliest  cheques  issued  in  England,  dated  1721 .  Another 
was  signed  by  Warren  Hastings  in  1790,  during  his  trial.  It  is  crossed,  not  in  the  modem 
manner,  but  with  a  large  “X.”  Most  of  the  banknotes  date  from  the  early  19th  century, 
when  the  private  banks  were  flourishing  in  Britain. 

The  Warden  of  New  College  (Mr.  A.  H.  Smith)  in  Congregation  said  it  was  hard  to  know 
whether  to  admire  more  the  greatness  of  the  gift  or  the  donor  who  made  it.  “  Half  the  factories 
of  the  North  of  England  are  only  in  successful  operation  because  the  famous  firm  he  controls 
sweeps  their  chimneys,”  he  said.  He  described  Mr.  Hird  as  a  man  of  singular  integrity  and 
simplicity  of  character,  and  added  :  “I  should  like  the  University  to  know  he  is  a  scholar  with 
a  fine  sense  of  scholarship  and,  within  his  field,  he  has  an  exactness  and  learning  which  few 
could  rival.” — Oxford  Mail ,  5th  May. 

Excavator  Digs  up  Coins  by  the  Hundred.  Hundreds  of  16th  century  coins,  some 
gold,  but  the  majority  silver,  have  been  unearthed  by  workmen  on  a  building  site  at  Farm- 
borough,  near  Bath.  The  find  has  been  reported  to  the  Coroner  as  treasure  trove.  The 
police  were  notified  by  the  building  contractor,  Mr.  J.  W.  Moon,  of  Timsbury,  after  an  ex¬ 
cavator  dug  up  the  coins. 

A  lorry  driver,  Mr.  Douglas  Trevor  Brown,  of  Timsbury  Road,  Farmborough,  was  directing 
the  excavator  driver  emptying  earth  into  his  lorry  when  he  saw  hundreds  of  coins,  “  Money,” 
he  shouted,  and  his  mates  rushed  to  the  lorry.  He  told  a  reporter  :  “I  had  a  double  handful 
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of  coins  and  my  mates  were  picking  them  up  as  they  fell  through  my  fingers.  It  was  a  real 
scramble.” 

The  news  spread  through  the  village  and  very  soon  about  40  children  were  digging,  some 
of  them  successfully  at  a  nearby  quarry,  where  the  earth  had  been  tipped.  About  500  coins 
have  been  recovered  of  various  designs. — Eastern  Daily  Press,  Norwich ,  11  th  May. 

Obverse  for  New  Colonial  Coins.  The  Treasury  states  that  preparations  are  now 
complete  for  the  new  obverse  designs  for  the  new  coinage  to  be  issued  to  the  United  Kingdom 
dependent  territories. 

It  is  traditional  for  this  coinage  to  bear  on  the  obverse  the  crowned  effigy  of  the  reigning 
Monarch.  The  Royal  Mint  Advisory  Committee,  of  which  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  is  presi¬ 
dent,  selected  a  design  prepared  by  Mr.  Cecil  Thomas,  F.R.B.S.,  from  photographs,  and  re¬ 
commended  that  Mr.  Thomas  should  be  granted  a  sitting  by  the  Queen.  The  resulting  design 
was  submitted  to  the  Queen  and  approved. 

The  effigy  of  the  Queen  is  surrounded  in  all  cases  by  the  inscription,  “  Queen  Elizabeth  the 
Second,”  which  has  now  been  adopted  as  uniform  for  all  the  coinages  of  the  territories. — 
Scotsman,  Edinburgh,  Ur  May. 

Coronation  Medals  on  Exhibition.  Approved  designs  for  unofficial  Coronation  medals  | 
will  be  on  view  in  Birmingham  to-day.  The  medals,  on  loan  from  the  joint  Coronation  Medal 
Panel  of  the  Royal  Mint,  the  Federation  of  British  Industries  and  the  Council  of  Industrial 
Design,  will  be  on  view  until  May  14  at  the  City  Museum  and  Art  Gallery. 

The  collection,  comprising  53  different  designs,  is  mounted  in  a  frame  and  will  be  displayed 
in  one  of  the  main  galleries,  where  it  will  temporarily  displace  the  Picture  of  the  Month. 

The  medals  are  in  a  variety  of  base  metals,  mostly  inexpensive  alloys.  More  than  half  are 
the  product  of  Birmingham  firms  and  designers,  12  local  concerns  being  represented.  They 
perpetuate  a  tradition  of  Birmingham-made  Coronation  medals  dating  back  to  the  reign  of 
George  IV. 

Experts  consider  the  designs  to  be  generally  good,  bearing  in  mind  the  need  to  limit  detail 
for  reproduction  in  the  cheaper  metals  and  at  a  fast  rate  of  impression.  Prices  vary  from  about 
Is.  to  2s.  6d.  retail.  In  some  cases  purchase  tax  is  extra.  The  tax  is  not  chargeable  on  those 
bought  by  public  or  other  bodies  for  free  distribution,  nor  on  those  base  metal  medals  not 
designed  for  personal  wear. — Birmingham  Post,  6th  May. 

Medals  for  M.P.s.  Though  it  has  not  been  officially  announced  yet  it  appears  that  all 
M.P.s  are  to  receive  the  Coronation  medal.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  honour  will  be 
welcomed  by  Conservative  Members,  but  among  a  handful  of  Socialists  there  might  be  mixed 
feelings. 

Yesterday,  therefore,  the  Opposition  Whips  were  sounding  out  the  ground  to  avoid  any 
possible  unpleasantness  when  the  news  is  published.  They  are  believed  to  have  been  agreeably 
relieved  by  the  reaction  of  several  left-wingers,  including  one  or  two  Scottish  Members  who  in 
recent  years  have  been  to  the  fore  in  opposing  increases  in  the  civil  list. 

What  Mr.  Emrys  Hughes,  the  House’s  most  outspoken  republican,  will  have  to  say  about 
the  matter  remains  obscure.  It  is  not  known  whether  Mr.  Whiteley,  the  Opposition  Chief 
Whip,  has  spoken  to  him  yet.  But  Mr.  Hughes,  as  well  as  being  an  ardent  critic  of  the  monarch- 
ial  system,  is  a  philosopher  whose  saving  grace  is  a  sense  of  humour.  He  therefore  seems  I 
likely  to  accept  this  mark  of  royal  favour  with  equanimity. — Sussex  Daily  News,  1th  May. 


WAR  MEDAL  NOTES  AND  NEWS. 

Edited  for  us  by  a  collector  who  has  no  connection  with  out  firm. 

The  Kennard  Collection,  1924.  Brief  notes  on  the  highlights  of  important  medal 
collections  of  the  past  may  interest  those  who  have  started  collecting  comparatively  recently. 
Nearly  all  were  dispersed  on  their  owners’  deaths,  if  not  before,  and  only  the  sale  or  private 
catalogues  remain  to  show  their  former  glories.  As  a  sample  we  may  begin  with  the  collection, 
not  large  but  interesting,  of  M.  T.  Kennard,  which  was  sold  at  Sotheby’s  in  1924  by  order  of 
the  then  owner,  Cora  Countess  of  Strafford.  The  best  of  the  M.G.S.  medals  was  a  12-bar  to 
W.  Ferguson  of  the  52nd  Foot ;  and  there  was  a  single-bar  “  Chrystler’s  Farm  ”  to  Captain 
Jim  Shagaunnah  Quodwaby,  Warrior.  One  or  two  of  the  Army  of  India  medals  were  of 
doubtful  authenticity  ;  but  the  5-bar  specimen  (Allighur,  Battle  of  Delhi,  Lasswarree,  Battle  of 
Deig,  Capture  of  Deig)  to  Cornet  Patrick  Dunbar  of  the  3rd  Bengal  Light  Cavalry  fetched  the 
highest  price  of  the  sale,  £220.  The  4-bar  to  Major  J.  L.  Basden,  89th  Foot  (Asseerghur, 
Argaum,  Gawilghur,  Ava)  sold  for  £100  ;  and  the  3-bar  (Argaum,  Gawilghur,  Ava)  to  Briga¬ 
dier  Alexander  Fair  for  £60.  Rarities  included  Lord  Auckland’s  silver  medal  for  Ghazni  (obv., 
view  of  the  British  army  entering  the  citadel ;  rev.  legend  Afghanistan  ghuznee  23rd  July 
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1839  within  a  laurel  wreath),  said  to  be  unique  ;  and  Sir  Harry  Smith’s  medal  to  Henry  Evans 
of  the  Cape  Mounted  Rifles.  There  were  also  several  scarce  items  from  Dr.  Payne’s  collection. 
The  collection,  which  comprised  no  groups,  fetched  a  total  of  £1,172. 

Bars  to  Gallantry  Awards.  In  the  Sunday  Times  of  17th  May  “  Atticus  ”  had  something 
to  say  on  this  subject,  which  is  interesting  to  read  in  the  light  of  recent  notes  in  the  Bulletin. 
He  states  that  Lieut. -Col.  Strode- Jackson’s  four  D.S.O.’s  were  gazetted  within  the  space  of 
eighteen  months,  and  had  the  armistice  of  November,  1918,  not  intervened  the  problem  might 
well  have  arisen  of  how  to  accommodate  four  rosettes  on  a  D.S.O.  ribbon  only  wide. 
“  Atticus  ”  goes  on  to  say  that  the  authorities  now  appear  to  recognise  a  convention  that  three 
bars  are  the  limit  to  any  gallantry  award  ;  and  that  one  Royal  Marines  officer,  eleven  army,  five 
naval  and  two  R.A.F.  officers  have  received  that  number.  He  adds  that  the  late  Captain  F.J. 
Walker,  R.N.,  received  the  C.B.  in  1944  when  his  repeated  successes  against  U-boats  in  the 
Battle  of  the  Atlantic  really  demanded  a  fourth  bar  to  his  D.S.O. 

Grenadier  Guards’  Medals.  Mr.  Louis  H.  Hayter,  who  died  in  February  last,  be¬ 
queathed  his  family  collection  of  Grenadier  Guardsmen’s  Peninsular,  Waterloo  and  Crimean 
|  medals  to  the  regiment,  together  with  a  prayer-book  given  to  his  father  by  Florence  Nightingale. 

"  Very  Old  Soldiers.  Here  is  another  candidate  for  the  championship.  An  epitaph  in 
Longnor  churchyard  describes  his  qualifications.  “  In  Memory  of  William  Billings,  who  was 
born  in  a  Cornfield  at  the  Fawfieldhead,  in  this  Parish,  in  the  year  1679.  At  the  age  of  23  years 
he  enlisted  into  His  Majesty’s  Service  under  Sir  George  Rooke,  and  was  at  the  taking  of  the 
Fortress  of  Gibraltar,  in  1704.  He  afterwards  served  under  the  Duke  of  Marlborough  at  the 
ever  memorable  Battle  of  Ramillies,  fought  on  the  23rd  of  May,  1706,  where  he  was  wounded 
by  a  musket  shot  in  the  thigh.  He  afterwards  returned  to  his  native  country,  and  with  manly 
courage  defended  his  Sovereign’s  rights  at  the  Rebellion  in  1715  and  1745.  He  died  within 
the  space  of  150  yards  of  where  he  was  born,  and  was  interred  here  the  30th  of  January,  1791, 
aged  112  years. 

“  Billited  by  Death,  I  quartered  here  remain, 

When  the  trumpet  sounds,  I’ll  rise  and  march  again.” 

(From  Notes  and  Queries ,  26  June,  1915). 

The  First  Elizabethan  Medal.  It  looks  as  if  the  race  for  the  First  Elizabethan  Medal 
has  been  won  by  the  Royal  Observer  Corps.  Press  reports  state  that  on  17th  May  twenty 
persons  with  over  12  years’  service  were  presented  with  the  new  R.O.C.  medal  at  R.A.F. 
Fighter  Command  H.Q.,  Stanmore,  Middlesex,  among  them  being  some  who  plotted  enemy 
aircraft  during  the  Battle  of  Britain  and  the  raids  on  Birmingham  and  Coventry.  Presumably 
similar  ceremonies  will  be  held  elsewhere  in  Great  Britain. 

The  Orders  and  Decorations  R.S.  Circular.  As  usual  the  Circular  of  the  O.D.M.R.S. 
is  full  of  good  stuff.  The  latest  issue,  Coronation  Edition,  No.  46,  is  larger  than  ever.  In 
addition  to  the  normal  contents  it  has  addenda  to  the  Society’s  first  special  publication,  about 
the  Royal  Family  Orders  and  Decorations  of  Great  Britain,  including  details  of  H.M.  Queen 
Elizabeth’s  Royal  Family  Order  and  her  Household  Medal.  Special  publication  no.  2  is  on 
“  Central  American  Decorations  ”  and  can  be  obtained  for  5s.  post  free  from  us.  The  ques¬ 
tion  is  asked  :  who  has  the  most  “  decoration  initials  ”  after  his  or  her  name  ?  :  and  Viscount 
|  Alexander  of  Tunis  and  Col.  G.  R.  Codrington,  C.B.,  C.M.G.,  C.V.O.,  D.S.O.,  O.B.E., 
T.D.  are  put  forward  as  possible  candidates  for  this  distinction.  Each  of  them  has  6  lots  of 
initials  :  can  anyone  suggest  a  recipient  with  more  ?  We  note  that  the  Grand  Duchy  of 
Luxembourg  issued  a  special  medal  to  mark  the  recent  royal  wedding  :  a  description  of  it  is 
given  in  the  circular. 

We  want  to  hear  from  you.  Perhaps  readers  have  been  preoccupied  with  the  Coronation 
of  late,  but  we  have  received  less  correspondence  about  medal  notes  and  news  lately.  Let  it 
be  repeated  that  we  welcome  your  letters  and  your  problems,  your  news  and  your  replies. 
Some  of  the  baits  which  we  have  dangled  before  you  have  net  been  taken,  though  we  hopefully 
thought  that  they  would  be  tantalising  enough  to  attract  letters.  Has  no  one  any  reminiscences 
of  medal-hunting  abroad — or  in  the  British  Isles  for  that  matter  ?  Have  none  of  our  readers 
any  short  but  interesting  medal  rolls,  drawn  from  authentic  sources,  which  might  find  a 
place  in  the  Bulletin  ?  Cannot  answers  be  supplied  to  any  of  the  unanswered  readers’ 
problems — we  reprint  three  of  them  below  as  a  specimen  ?  In  saying  this  we  must  stress 
per  contra  that  we  are  duly  grateful  to  those  who  have  written  to  us  and  furnished  many  in¬ 
teresting  particulars  about  medals,  and  to  the  not  inconsiderable  number  who  have  been  so 
kind  as  to  express  appreciation  of  our  attempts  to  put  together  a  regular  medal  column.  As  an 
indication  of  what  we  should  be  very  glad  to  see,  can  any  reader  send  us  a  short  note  on  any 
one  of  these  subjects  :  my  greatest  medal  find  :  why  I  collect  foreign  Orders  :  how  to  arrange 
a  local  medal  exhibition  in  aid  of  charities  :  medal-hunting  in  Dublin,  either  now  or  in  “  the 
old  days  ”  :  medal-collecting  in  Canada,  Australia,  or  South  Africa  ?  Nothing  in  the  shape 
of  a  competition  is  suggested,  but  we  will  find  room  for  all  replies  we  can.

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


British  N.S.  The  meeting  held  on  the 
22nd  April  was  devoted  almost  entirely  to 
exhibitions  some  of  which  were  as  follows  : — 
by  O.  F.  Parsons,  three  silver  medals  struck 
by  Boulton  and  Watt  at  Soho  on  the  restora¬ 
tion  of  the  King’s  health  in  1789  and  a  later 
version  of  the  same  medal.  Also  exhibited  by 
Mr.  Parsons,  but  on  behalf  of  their  owner 
Mr.  Stanley  Marling,  two  steel  punches  with 
busts  of  George  II  and  Queen  Caroline  by 
John  Crocker,  used  in  making  the  dies  for  the 
official  Coronation  Medals  of  1727.  By  W. 
Slayter,  the  Polar  Medal  together  with  the 
Royal  Geographical  Society’s  Medal  for 
antarctic  discovery  awarded  to  Able  Seaman 
George  Croucher,  a  member  of  Capt.  Scott’s 
first  antarctic  expedition. 

After  discussions  on  the  exhibition  Mr. 
Dolley  read  a  short  paper  on  the  medallic 
portraits  of  Queen  Elizabeth  I. 

Cambridgeshire  N.S.  At  a  meeting  held 
on  20th  April  the  Vice  President  F.  B.  Walker 
gave  a  talk  on  English  tokens.  Mr.  Walker 
outlined  the  factors  which  led  to  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  traders  tokens  from  the  17th  century 
onwards  and  he  made  some  pleasing  references 
to  local  issues.  Great  interest  was  shewn  by 
members  of  the  Society  in  Mr.  Walker’s 
collection  of  tokens. 

Cheltenham  N.S.  The  first  meeting  of  the 
Society  was  held  on  18th  April.  Officers  were 
elected  and  the  rest  of  the  meeting  was  de¬ 
voted  to  a  general  discussion.  Meetings  are 
held  monthly  and  anyone  interested  in  joining 
the  Society  is  invited  to  communicate  with  the 
Secretary  at  21,  St.  George’s  Drive,  Chelten¬ 
ham,  Glos. 

Kent  N.S.  At  the  April  meeting  the 
President,  Harold  Mattingly,  spoke  on  Roman 
coins.  He  described  the  development  of  the 
coinage  from  the  earliest  times,  and  explained 


the  reasons  for  the  many  interesting  designs 
used  and  their  meaning. 

Several  members  exhibited  Roman  coins 
in  support  of  the  lecture. 

Lincolnshire  N.S.  The  April  meeting  of 
the  Society  was  held  at  the  home  of  the 
Secretary  when  A.  Manson  gave  an  interesting 
account  of  his  recent  visit  to  a  farm  at  Riby 
where  a  vast  number  of  Roman  coins  had 
recently  been  ploughed  up. 

The  Vice  President,  L.  A.  Manning,  then 
spoke  on  ways  and  means  of  strengthening  the 
membership  of  the  Society  ;  there  being  many 
numismatists  in  the  county  who  have  not  yet 
come  forward. 

London  N.C.  At  the  April  meeting  of  the 
Club  the  President  made  reference  to  the 
lamented  death  of  Queen  Mary,  who  was  a 
keen  numismatist.  The  main  talk  of  the 
evening  was  given  by  L.  S.  Forrer  entitled 
“  Forty  Years  as  a  Coin  Dealer.”  He  treated 
his  appreciative  audience,  in  his  usual  in¬ 
formal  style,  to  many  interesting  reminiscences 
of  his  years  of  experience  in  coin  dealing.  Mr. 
Forrer’s  contacts  with  many  names  which 
have  now  passed  into  numismatic  history  and 
in  various  countries,  provided  a  fascinating 
story. 

N.S.  of  Nottinghamshire.  Fresh  numis¬ 
matic  ground  was  broken  for  the  Society  at 
the  meeting  held  on  15th  April  by  H.  J.  O’Hara 
in  his  “  Stories  behind  some  Medals.”  He 
told  of  the  early  history  of  war  medals  and 
decorations  and  imparted  the  basic  principles 
of  medal  collecting  in  a  most  entertaining 
manner.  Several  groups  were  examined  in 
detail  and  interesting  facts  about  their  original 
owners  related. 

A  further  session  of  “  What’s  my  Coin  ” 
wras  held.

on  17th  April  following  its  inauguration  in 
March.  S.  Gillespie  was  elected  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Society  and  he  commented 
on  the  quickly  growing  membership  and 
extended  a  special  welcome  to  collectors  from 
Portsmouth. 

An  extremely  interesting  and  well-informed 
paper  was  read  by  H.  Good,  entitled  “  Numis¬ 
matic  Books  and  Literature  available  to  the 
Coin  Collector.”  Mr.  Good  was  most  helpful 
to  those  collectors  who  had  little  experience 
of  numismatic  literature  indicating  individu¬ 
ally  the  books  that  covered  their  particular 
series.  The  old  question  of  high  prices  was 
raised  but  the  Chairman  recommended  some 
of  the  more  recent  works  that  can  be  purchased 
at  reasonable  prices  and  kindly  offered  to  make 
his  library  available  to  the  Society. 

Wessex  N.S.  March  Meeting  : — V.  du 
Bedat  Smythe’s  discussion  of  the  coinage  of 
Scotland  proved  to  be  a  notable  addition  to  the 
series  of  talks  already  given  on  this  subject, 
during  which  much  new  matter  was  brought 
forward.  The  paper  was  illustrated  by  lantern 
slides  of  many  notable  pieces  and  the  evening 
was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all. 


April  Meeting  : — “  English  Ecclesiastical 
Coins”  was  the  subject  chosen  by  Peter  J. 
Seaby  for  his  April  talk  to  the  Society,  and 
provided  an  opportunity  for  considering 
many  of  our  more  interesting  issues  and  also 
some  of  the  turbulent  periods  in  our  history  in 
relation  to  the  coinage.  The  illustrations 
provided  by  the  coins  were  thoroughly  appre¬ 
ciated  by  all  members,  likewise  Mr.  Seaby’s 
paper,  which  was  most  lucid  and  informative  in 
every  detail.

Yorkshire  N.S.  At  the  meeting  in  Leeds  on 
11th  April,  F.  Goodwin,  F.R.N.S.  read  a 
paper  on  “  The  Yorkshire  Coiners,”  a  most 
interesting  account  of  the  illegal  activities  of 
coining  gangs  in  the  18th  century,  which  was 
much  appreciated  by  members. 

The  Society’s  Silver  Medal  was  presented 
to  Mr.  Goodwin  in  recognition  of  his  services 
to  numismatics  and  to  the  Yorkshire  Society  in 
particular.
